The enclosed Official Warning is being issued to you for alleged violations of the 
Horse Protection Act (HPA) (15 U.S.C. § 1821 et seq.). The HPA prohibits horses 
that are subjected to a practice called soring from participating in auctions, 
exhibitions, sales, or shows. The HPA also prohibits the transportation of sored 
horses to or from these events. 


Because violations of the HPA can have serious and costly impacts that are 
detrimental to the public interest, you are warned of these violations. Any further 
violation of the HPA may result in the assessment of a civil penalty, criminal 
prosecution, or other sanctions.

“Notwithstanding the provisions of paragraph(b) of this section, no chain, boot, roller,collar, action device, nor any other 
device, method, practice, or substanceshall be used with respect to any horseat any horse show, horse exhibition, or 
horse sale or auction if such use causes or can reasonably be expected to cause such horse to be sore. 

Ewin Cowley allowed the showing of the horse, “Look I’m Sandra Dee,” in the 3L* Annual Fayetteville Blue Ribbon Horse 
Show in Fayetteville, TN, which was found sore.
